With  the  same  breath  in  which  Christ 
commanded  the  disciples  to  baptize  and 
make  disciples  of  all  nations,  He  com¬ 
manded  that  they  teach  them  to  prac¬ 
tice  all  things  which  He  commanded. 
D.  L.  Moody,  an  un¬ 
educated  man  certain¬ 
ly  as  far  as  any  col¬ 
lege  or  seminary 
training  was  con¬ 
cerned,  became  con¬ 
vinced  that  without 
Christian  Education 
the  fruits  of  evangel¬ 
ism  would  be  dissipat¬ 
ed  Moody  Bible  Insti¬ 
tute  and  Northfield  H.  L.  Spencer 
Seminary  are  the  testimony  of  evan¬ 
gelism  to  the  importance  of  Christian 
education.  Years  before  the  Second 
World  War,  or  even  the  First,  the  top 
flight  educators  of  Germany  rejected 
the  basic  teaching  of  the  Christian  faith. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  religious' 
liberty  was  born  on  American  soil  and 
is  our  contribution  to  the  world.  It  is 
as  certainly  true  that  our  great  Ameri¬ 
can  prosperity  and  power  are  the  ma¬ 
terial  counterparts  of  the  spiritual  ideals 
of  our  fathers  which  they  wrought  into 
the  warp  and  woof  of  our  national  econ¬ 
omy.  We  have  this  heritage,  but  we 
also  have  the  responsibility  of  preserv¬ 
ing  it  for  our  children’s  children.  The 
question  we  have  to  answer  is,  “Will 
we  exercise  our  freedom  to  make  what¬ 
ever  sacrifice  it  takes  to  make  our 
instiutions  what  they  ought  to  be?”

FORT  WORTH,  Tex.  —(BP)—  William 
Fleming,  the  millionaire  layman  presi¬ 
dent  of  Texas  Baptists,  is  setting  the 
pace  in  personal  witnessing  in  the 
Texas  effort  to  win  250,000  people  to 
Christ. 

A  71-year-old  Houston  man  recently 
wrote  him  asking  if  he  could  come  to 
Fort  Worth  to  talk  to  him  about  becom¬ 
ing  a  Christian. 

“No,”  replied  Fleming,  “I  will  come 
to  see  you.”  He  flew  from  Fort  Worth 
to  Houston. 

After  explaining  to  the  man  the  way 
of  salvation  and  securing  his  committal, 
together  they  went  to  see  the  man’s  two 
sons.  They  were  both  won.  They  then 
went  to  see  a  grandson.  He  was  won. 
The  man  then  took  Fleming  to  see  two 
of  his  business  associates  in  Fort  Worth. 
They  were  won,  making  six  for  the  day. 
Fleming  returned  by  plane  to  his  home 
in  Forth  Worth  in  the  evening. 

It  was  Fleming  who  chaUenged  Texas 
Baptists  to  win  the  quarter  million  souls 
to  Christ  this  year.

Program  Committee  Withdraws 
Invitation  To  Governor  Warren 


NEW  ORLEANS— (BP)— The  Program 
Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  has  withdrawn  an  invitation  to 
Governor  Fuller  Warren  of  Florida  to 
address  the  convention  “in  the  light 
of  recent  developments  in  your  state 
and  with  the  attendant  unfavorable  pub¬ 
licity.” 

Dr.  J.  D.  Grey,  pastor  of  the  First 
Church  of  New  Orleans,  who  is  chair¬ 
man  of  the  program  Committee  for 
the  Convention  in  San  Francisco  June 
20-24,  made  the  announcement. 

He  said  he  had  written  Governor  War¬ 
ren  February  2  to  address  the  con¬ 
vention. 


Grey  said  Warren  replied  by  letter 
that  he  “would  try”  to  accept  the  in¬ 
vitation.  Grey  added  that  Warren  never 
had  definitely  accepted  the  invitation. 

The  New  Orleans  minister  said  he  had 
received  many  letters  from  preachers 
and  laymen  protesting  the  invitation 
to  Warren. 

The  Florida  governor  recently  rein¬ 
stated  a  Miami  sheriff  who  was  under 
investigation  following  his  appearance 
before  the  Kefauver  Senate  crime  com¬ 
mittee. 

Dr.  Grey  said  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Palm  Beach,  Fla.,  approved  a  reso-

NEW  YORK  — (RNS) —  American 
church  membership  since  1926  has  in¬ 
creased  at  a  rate  nearly  double  that 
of  the  country’s  population  growth,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  Survey  made  by  the  Na¬ 
tion  Council  of  Churches. 

Results  of  the  survey,  released  here, 
showed  that  between  1926  and  1949 
church  membership  went  up  51.5%  while 
the  population  grew  by  an  estimated 
30%. 

The  survey  tabulated  the  member¬ 
ship  of  54  religious  bodies,  all  with  more 
than  50.000  members.  These  groups  ac¬ 
count  for  97%  of  American  church 
membership. 

Protestant  groups  during  the  23-year 
period  added  16,954,322  members  for  a 
56%  growth.  Roman  Catholics  added 
9,005,305  for  a  48.4%  increase,  and  Jew- 
ist  congregations  918,758  for  a  22.5% 
gain. 

Total  membership  of  the  tabulated 
religious  bodies,  which  include  twe 
Orthodox  Churches,  rose  from  53,230,413 
in  1928  to  80,682,575  in  1949,  the  survey 
reported. 

Among  the  Protestant  denominations, 
the  Southern  Baptists  made  the  largest 
increase  with  3,236,887,  the  Methodist 
second  with  2,031,927,  the  National  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  U.  S.  A.  Inc.,  third,  with 
1,188,583,  and  the  United  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  fourth  with  738.229. 

Eleven  of  the  Protestant  groups  sur¬ 
veyed  reported  a  million  or  more  mem¬ 
bership.  OT  this  group,  five  made  mom 
than  the  average  increase  while  six 
fell  below. 

Those  with  more  than  the  averagn 
rate  of  growth  were  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention,  the  National  Baptist 
Convention  U.  S.  A.  Inc.,  the  Missouri 
Synod,  the  United  Lutheran  Church  in 
America  and  the  African  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  Of  these,  two  am 
Negro  congregations.  The  groups’  aver¬ 
age  growth  was  85.5%.

Dr  Cartwright  is  associate  secretary 
"  the  Methodist  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
,on'  an<1  chairman  of  the  China  Com¬ 


mittee  of  the  Division  of  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions,  National  Council  of  Churches. 

He  revealed  that  a  number  of  native 
Christian  workers  have  been  executed 
by  the  Communists  and  others  have 
been  imprisoned.  Christians  sentenced 
to  execution  were  usually  charged  with 
being  “agents  of  imperialistic  Amer¬ 
ica,”  be  said. 

Many  Chinese  Christians  who  escaped 
execution.  Dr.  Cartwright  aaid,  were 
ordered  to  take  Communist  indoctrina¬ 
tion  courses,  the  purpose  of  which  was 
“to  wash  or  cleanse  their  minds.”

RICHMOND,  Va  — A  total  of  more 
than  16,000,000  was  raised  during  1950 
by  the  Southern  Baptist  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board,  an  increase  of  $695,000  over 
the  previous  year,  Dr.  Theron  Rankin, 
executive  secretary,  told  the  board  here. 
This  amount  did  not  include  relief 
funds. 

He  said  that  $275,000  has  been  ear¬ 
marked  for  the  purpose  of  sending  out 
100  new  missionary  appointees  this  year. 
Thirty  of  the  new  missionary  appoint¬ 
ments  have  been  made  ao  far. 

The  greatest  single  area  of  advance 
has  been  in  Japan,  where  there  are 
now  74  Southern  Baptist  missionaries, 


according  to  Dr.  Rankin.  Plans  sre  to 
bring  this  totsl  to  100  before  the  year 
ends.  Mission  points  are  being  opened 
in  20  additional  Japanese  provincial 
cities. 

Reiterating  the  basic  policy  of  t  h  o 
board,  Dr.  Rankin  said,  “We  seek,  in 
the  lands  where  we  serve,  to  develop 
native  Baptist  churches  and  constitu¬ 
encies  with  the  necessary  institutions 
and  organizations  that  will  enable  them 
te  become  indigenous,  self  supporting 
witnessing  churches  just  as  we  have 
here  in  our  won  Conventions  among 
Southern  Baptists.”

He  said  that  Christianity  in  Korea 
“has  had  and  passed  its  test.” 

Their  Sunday  schools  destroyed,  teach¬ 
ers,  he  said,  would  gather  the  children 
together  and  hold  Sunday  school  classes 
outdoors  in  below  freezing  weather. 

When  the  Communists  learned  that 
the  children  were  still  attending  Sun¬ 
day  school,  they  were  beaten,  and  for 
additional  punishment  were  forced  to 
clean  outside  toilets.  Despite  these  hard¬ 
ships,  Mr.  Cadigan  said,  the  children 
kept  going  to  Sunday  school. 

Mr.  Cadigan  said  that  each  church 
school  student  was  asked  to  sign  a 
Communist  loyalty  pledge  which  said: 
“Although  a  Christian,  I  pledge  my  al¬ 
legiance  to  the  government.” 

In  one  seminary  in  North  Korea,  he 
reported,  480  students  flatly  refused  to 
sign  the  pledge  cards.  Just  before  the 
invasion  of  Pyongyong  on  June  29,  1950, 
some  32  pastors  who  were  told  to  sign 
the  same  pledge  refused  to  do  so  and 
were  killed. 

Calling  the  North  Korean  Communists 
“Christian  hunters,”  Mr.  Cadigan  said 
that  37  pastors  discovered  at  a  meeting 
in  Seoul  were  taken  out  and  shot. 

“Still  the  churches  keep  giving  thanks 
for  the  liberation  of  their  country,”  be 
said.  “They  are  packed  with  worship¬ 
pers  who  attend  all-day  prayer  meet¬ 
ings.”

that  free  American  people  would  not 
make  the  necessary  sacrifices  to  defend 
themselves. 

I  think  our  Baptist  colleges  are  some 
of  our  main  lines  of  defense.  Therefore, 
let  us  elect  to  exercise  our  freedom 
to  make  them  strong,  which  means 
desperately  needed  additional  income. 
We  will  fneet  this  need  by  increasing 
our  gifts  to  the  Cooperative  Program, 
and  especially  this  year  by  giving  lib¬ 
erally  to  the  Special  Offering  for  Chris¬ 
tian  Education  on  the  first  Sunday  in 
June. 

When  we  make  a  careful  analysis 
of  our  entire  program  of  world  missions 
covering  a  long  period  of  time  we  find 
that  some  of  the  best  mission  money  we  - 
ever  have  or  ever  will  give  is  that  which 
has  gone  to  build  and  maintain  our 
Christian  schools.  The  first  thing  our 
foreign  missionaries  do  is  to  start  a 
school  and  try  to  get  boys  and  girls 
and  men  and  women  in  it.

Builders  Clubs  Needed 

From  the  bulletin  of  the  First 
Church,  Scotland  Neck.  North 
Carolina.  Dr.  W.  D.  Norris,  pastor. 
we  learn  that  the  Roanoke  Baptist 
Builders  Club  has  been  organized 
in  the  Roanoke  Association.

As  noted  above  there  cannot  be 
more  than  five  calls  per  year. 
Therefore,  the  maximum  amount 
contributed  w’ould  be  ten  dollars. 
But  the  results  would  be  incalcul¬ 
able.

Don’t  Dip  And  “Drap” 

When  we  were  a  young  preach¬ 
er  we  heard  of  a  colored  brother 
who  complained  that  all  his 
church  did  concerning  new  mem¬ 
bers  was  to  “dip  ’em  and  drap 
em. 

We  recall  another  pastor  who 
said  that  in  too  many  instances 
we  baptized  new  converts  and 
hung  them  up  on  a  line  to  dry 
and  let  them  slay  there  getting 
dryer  and  dryer. 

Although  complete  reports  are 
not  available,  it  is  probable  that 
there  were  200,000  additions  to 
our  churches  during  the  Evan¬ 
gelistic  Crusade. 

Christ  said,  “Greater  works 
than  these  shall  he  do.”  (John 
14:12).  Penlacost  is  dwarfed  when 
'  we  think  of  the  Crusade.  Penta- 
cost  had  3,000  additions;  the  Cru¬ 
sade  approximately  200,000. 

Now  that  we  have  achieved  re¬ 
sults  far  beyond  the  expectations 
of  some,  let  us  not  rest  on  our 
oars.  We  have  won  a  battle  but 
not  a  war.  Wars  include  many 
battles.  The  devil  neither  sleeps 
nor  slumbers  nor  should  we. 

April  8  was  the  closing  date  for 
the  Crusade  but  only  the  Lord's 
return  should  slow  down  our  evan¬ 
gelistic  efforts.  People  need  Christ 
in  August,  as  well  as  April. 

If  a  gardner  should  plant  seed 
and  when  they  come  through  the 
ground,  discontinue  all  further* 
care  and  culture,  we  would  call 
him  a  fool.  We  do  not  brand  our 
brethren  as  fools,  but  we  do  ques¬ 
tion  the  wisdom  of  any  churches 
or  individuals  who  make  special 
efforts  to  win  the  unsaved  and 


then  forget  them. 

Let  us  train  every  possible  con¬ 
vert.  We  note  that  several 
churches  plan  classes  to  indoctrin¬ 
ate  and  train  their  new  additions. 
We  commend  this  plan. 

One  reason  why  some  Baptists 
stray  off  lo  other  denominations 
is  because  they  were  “dipped  and 
drapt.”  The  only  reason  some 
people  can  give  for  belonging  to 
a  Baptist  church  is  because  mother 
and  father  were  Baptists. 

We  loudly  proclaim  our  ad¬ 
herence  to  the  New  Testament 
pattern  concerning  baptism.  Just 
as  important  is  the  command 
‘TEACH  them  to  observe  all 
things,  whatsoever  I  have  com¬ 
manded  you.” 

Baptists  have  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  as  a  creed  and  guide  book. 
Let’s  impress  that  fact  on  the  new 
members. 

They  should  be  lold  about  the 
responsibilities  of  church  mem¬ 
bership  and  asked  to  accept  them. 
As  we  have  often  preached,  “Peo¬ 
ple  are  saved  to  serve  and  not  to 
ride  a  through  train  to  heaven.” 

Most  of  those  200,000  additions 
were  at  least,  in  many  cases,  whol¬ 
ly  the  result  of  visitation.  If  vis¬ 
itation  is  good  during  a  revival  it 
is  good  at  other  times.  We  should 
continue  the  method  that  has  been 
so  effective.  There  are  plenty  of 
prospects  left.  I-arge  numbers  of 
unsaved  are  still  unsaved  and 
thousands  whose  membership  is 
elsewhere  still  say,  “I  don’t  know 
how  long  I  am  going  to  be  here.” 
(They  have  already  been  liere 
from  three  to  15  years.)  Others 
still  use  the  excuse  that  they  don’t 
want  to  leave  the  old  church  or 
that  mother  and  father  are  buried 
there.  I>et’s  keep  after  them,  the 
living  we  mean. 

If  anything,  it  is  more  important 
to  keep  on  keeping  on  with  our 
prayer  program.  We  can  have  re¬ 
vivals  without  preachers  but  not 
without  prayer.  Prayer  played  a 
mighty  part  in  the  Crusade.  It  ia 
as  effective  NOW  as  then. 

May  we  offer  a  suggestion  out 
of  our  own  pastoral  experience. 
We  named  a  sponsor  for  each  new 
member.  It  was  the  duty  of  the 
sponsor  to  visit,  enlist  and  nurture 
the  new  member.  And  the  aoon- 


aors  duties  were  not  for  a  week 
or  a  month  but  from  now  on.  U 
did  two  things: 

1.  It  enlisted  the  old  members 
and  made  them  feel  that  they 
were  a  vital  part  of  the  church. 

2.  It  enlisted  most  of  the  new 
members,  some  in  a  large  way, 
others  in  a  small  way,  but  it  got 
results.  Of  course,  it  required 
work  by  the  pastor  but  that  ia 
what  they  are  for.  God  calls  no 
one  to  take  a  perpetual  vacation. 

Be  certain  that  each  new  mem¬ 
ber  is  given  a  job,  even  if  you 
must  make  one.  Unenlisted  Bap¬ 
tists  soon  lose  interest  and  often 
drift  away.  Unused  material  ia 
wasted  whetlier  it  be  material  or 
spiritual  in  nature. 

And  finally  the  pastor  himself 
should  visit  the  new  member  and 
in  addition  to  other  things,  give 
a  church  covenant.  But  presenting 
it  is  not  enough.  Explain  it,  item 
by  item. 

Space  prevents  a  full  discussion 
but  few  Mississippi  Baptist  will 
fully  develope  without  the  infor¬ 
mation  and  inspiration  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Record. 

Having  won  a  great  victory,  let 
us  keep  on  keeping  on.

NAE  Commends  Truman 
Condemns  TV  Programs 

The  National  Association  of  Evangel¬ 
icals,  meeting  in  its  Ninth  Annual 
Convention  at  Chicago,  April  10-13,  took 
strong  action  concerning  frivolous  tele¬ 
vision  programs.  Resolutions  passed  by 
the  convention  included: 

1.  A  protest  against  “frivolous  or  car¬ 
nal’’  television  programs  and  commer¬ 
cials  which  “promote  the  use  of  alcoholic 
beverages  and  encourage  other  habits 
injurious  to  youth.”  This  resolution 
demanded  that  laws  be  passed  “requir¬ 
ing  television  to  prosent  programs  of 
education,  artistic  culture  and  construc¬ 
tive  entertainment  and  that  the  apparent 
monopoly  of  the  liquor,  beer  and  tobac¬ 
co  interests  over  this  form  of  domestic 
entertainment  be  broken  up.” 

2.  A  commendation  to  President  Tru¬ 
man  for  his  assurances  “given  to  the 
press  that  he  will  not  appoint  an  of¬ 
ficial  representative  of  the  U.  S.  to  the 
Vatican”  and  a  resolution  that  “the 
spirit  of  these  assurances  not  be  com¬ 
promised  by  the  appointment  of  a  per¬ 
sonal  representative  to  the  Vatican.” 

3.  A  plea  for  the  dismissal  of  Ambas¬ 
sador  William  O’Dwyer  as  envoy  to 
Mexico  because  of  the  revelations  made 
before  the  Kefauver  committee  and  “in 
the  interests  of  international  respect 
for  our  nation’s  representatives  abroad.” 

4.  A  commendation  of  the  Kefauver 
committee  for  its  investigations  and  a 
plea  for  all  Christians  to  exercise  their 
right  to  vote  and  run  for  office. 

Coupled  with  this  was  a  strongly  word¬ 
ed  resolution  opposing  gambling  in  any 
form  “whether  under  commercial,  char¬ 
itable,  or  religious  auspices.” 

5.  A  plea  for  the  NAE’s  constituent 
churches  “to  enlarge  their  Sunday  School 
activities”  as  an  answer  to  the  growing 
problem  of  juvenile  delinquency. 

6.  An  expression  of  dissatisfaction 
with  such  “neo-orthodoxy”  which  “de¬ 
nies  the  historical  trustworthiness  of  the 
Scriptures  at  such  crucial  points  as  the 
fall  of  man,  or  by  its  dialectical  in- 
trepretation  of  Christian  experience

TO  BUILD  AUDITORIUM 

Plans  are  almost  complete  for  the 
building  of  an  auditorium  by  the  Second 
Church,  Greenville,  that  will  seat  ap¬ 
proximately  850  people.  According  to  an 
announcement  by  Paator  M.  E.  Perry, 
this  will  be  the  largest  auditorium  in 
the  city.  The  new  auditorium  is  neces¬ 
sary  because  chairs  are  being  used  both 
morning  and  night  in  every  available 
space  to  take  care  of  the  crowds  now 
attending  the  service.  Often  many  are 
turned  away. 

The  membership  has  grown  to  1,066 
and  249  have  united  with  the  church 
during  the  first  six  months  of  this  asso¬ 
ciations!  year,  120  by  baptism. 

During  the  past  three  years  the  bud¬ 
get  has  grown  from  $8,000  to  $25,000  a 
year.  Pastor  Perry  explains  the  reason 
for  the  growth  of  the  church  as  just
